The Convention Declares Unequivocally 


in Favor of the Gqld Standard, 


Tariff for Revenue Only and 


Praises Cleveland. 


Baltimore, Md., June 10.—The Demo- 


cratic state convention - mot today and 
Senator Gorman was made temporary 
chairman. In the courso of his address, 
he said: " Wo come together hero today, 
not to discuss local affairs. 
I would not 


give much for tho Democracy of tiny man 
who wculd rako up embryos of tho past 
and air his private grievances ut the ex- 
pense of his party." Ho referred in com- 
plimentary terms to President Cleveland, 
and his administration. A motion that 
all resolutions be read to the convention 
before being referred to tho committee on 
resolutions was the first gun from tho sil- 
ver men, and tho vote is looked upon as 
a tost. It was overwhelmingly defeated, 
not moro than a dozen favoring it. Tho 
committees wero chosen and a recess 
taken.

The 
prosecution is trying to show that tbe 
sidewalks and square were obtrnoted by 
tho army people, while the defense retorts 
by declaring that the army did not ob- 
struct passage, but that the bystanders 
did it, if it is true that any body was pre- 
vented from passing along going in any 
direction. JThere is considerable splitting 
of fine points which will tend to keep the, 
jury thinking some time before they bring 
in a verdict. 


Many people sympathize with the army 


in their trouble, and they use strong lan- 
guage on the streets.
